“ He (the author’s father) re­ 
sided on the land he first settled 
until 3854, and then removed to 
a tract which he purchased from 
Samuel Ettcr, the father of Jacob 
and Samuel Eft cr, Jr., both of 
whom are now substantial far­ 
mers and live on Sous Creek 
four miles east of Castroville, 
adjoining the farm bought by my 
father, which was then situated 
in Bexar County on the Eagle 
Pass and E l Paso road. In a few 
years the farm was nicely im­ 
proved by hard work, and as 
the land was productive he made 
good crops, at the same time 
gathering a r o u n d him a small 
number of horses and cattle, so 
that he was able to live more 
comfortably. 


• Free pasturage was abundant, 
and as there was no expense at­ 
tached to stock raisins; even' far­ 
mer h a d a few 
animals,

Weighing two pounds, and all the 
mountings were of the same me-| 
tai. Every soldier 
was 
armed J 
with two h o l s t e r pistols, each 
with a single barrel, and a Mis- j 
sisippi yager, both of the same 
caliber, therefore they used the 
same f i x e d cartridges loaded 
with a ball and three buckshot.' 
I was only nine years of age, 
but I took notice of everything 
as they were the first soldiers I; 
had ever seen; there I ate my, 
first hard tack, and there I saw 
the first playing cards. While my, 
father was unloading the corn.

cards that were scattered around | 
the camp. Until then I had never 
seen painted pictures of any kind, 
and I thought the cards were the 
prettiest things my eyes had ever 
gazed upon. 


“ About that date 
my father 
hired Paul Oefinger to help him 
on the farm and he worked for 
him three years, in which time 
he saved up enough money to 
buy fifty acres of land near Qui- 
hi, eleven m i l e s west of Castro­ 
ville. When 
he 
moved 
on his 
place he had no one to assist 
him and my father hired me to 
him to drive the oxen when plow­ 
ing or hauling for $15 per month 
and my board. I remained with 
him four months, and though only 
twelve years of age, my duties 
were performed to the satisfac­ 
tion of my employer. 


“ In those days oxen were the 
only animals that were used on 
farms on the western frontier 
f o r draft purposes, partly be­ 
cause the original outlay and cost 
of keeping them was less than 
for horses, and another reason 
was the risk of losing them on 
account of Indians who were al­ 
ways stealing horses. The oxen 
were 
always 
necked 
together, 
and after the day’s work the yoke * 
was removed, a bell was suspend­ 
ed to one of their necks, and they 
were turned out on the range un­ 
til wanted, when the tinkling bell 
indicated their whereabouts.

The new hospital would be so well equipped 
that it could care for many patients that must now 
go on in to crowded, impersonal city hospitals. 
It 
will have facilities and testing equipment not found 
in either of the county’s hospitals. It will be design­ 
ed to serve you and your family in the best possible 
way. 
Let s get our heads out of the sand. 
Let s not be ostriches on this hospital matter, but 
face up to the facts and realize that the construction 
of a new hospital is a necessity.

Pensions Under 
Welfare Law 
Complete and perm anent inva­ 
lids or persons in the community 
so mentally deranged that they 
require continuous oversight to 
keep from 
harm ing themselves 
or others may soon be able to 
receive 
sm all 
monthly 
checks 
from their State D epartm ent of 
Public W elfare through the new 
state-federal program of aid to 
the perm anently and totally dis­ 
abled. The Constitutional Amend­ 
ment, which was adopted by the 
voters in November, 1956, lim it­ 
ing the amount of money that can 
be appropriated for this program 
per year, 
m akes aid possible only to those 
who are helpless and have no 
relatives able to support them. 
Albert O. Henley, welfare su­ 
pervisor for this area, pointed out 
this is the only welfare program 
which requires consideration of 
the ability of relatives to support. 
This law defines “ responsible re­ 
latives” 
as 
children, 
parents, 
stepchildren, 
step-parents, 
bro­ 
thers and sisters. 
Henley 
said 
that for the first tim e in nearly 
20 years the departm ent’s field 
workers will be required by law 
to determ ine the resources of 
relatives of persons who apply 
for aid. 
The perm anency and totality 
of the disability will be deter­ 
mined by a state reviewing phy­ 
sician after study of a complete 
physical or mental examination 
by the person’s own private phy- 
s i c i rfn. Complete helplessness 
from a medical standpoint, rath ­ 
er than inability to work, is the 
criteria. The state will pay the 
private physician for his exam i­ 
nation. 
Funds for assistance payments 
will not be available until Sep­ 
tem ber I, 1957, but applications 
will 
be 
taken 
after 
July 
15. 
While the helpless individual will 
not be able to leave home, the 
persons responsible for his care 
m ay come to the local welfare 
office and acquaint the depart­ 
ment with his situation. A field 
worker will then call, as soon as 
possible, at the home to take the 
application.
